A Portion of the Haziness Part of 
the City I* Devastated—It Is Felt re •! 
That Scores of People Hove Been 
K illed or Bndly Injured. 


Little Rock. Ark., Oct 4.-A terrible 
cyclone struck this city at 7:30 o’clock 
last evening and almost devastated the 
business portion of the city. Several 
people are known to have lieeu killed 
and injured while it is feared scorn* 
of others have met the same horrible 
fate. Tile main portion of the business 
center, hounded oil tile south by Third 
str«*et, on tile north by River Front, 
on the west by Center street and oil tin* 
east Iii Commerce street, is practically 
in ruins and tin* amount of damage is 
incalculable. Tile total property loss 
will probably approximate $1,000,000. 
The cyclone was accompanied by a 
terrible storm and the stin ks of goods 
in those business houses which wen* 
unroofed,though not otherwise wrecked 
were destroyed by water. The storm 
struck the state penitentiary which 
stands on a hill in the western part 
of the city with fearful force, destroy­ 
ing the dining room, tearing down the 
stable and shops, unroofing the main 
cell 
building and demolishing the 
warden's office. Several convicts were 
seriously injured, one of whom died an 
hour afterwards. 
Down town the 
lightning struck 
the 
Martin block, 
corner of Spring and Second streets, 
totally wrecking the third floor. A 
man by Hie name of Eaton was fatally 
injured there. 
The Tides building, 
corner Center and Markham streets 
was unroofed ami a part of tin* fourth 
floor of Gleason’s hotel was blown 
away. At Main anti Second streets, 
the toils of several adjacent building:? 
lie piled up In an indescribable heap. 
The worst damage, however, was dom* 
to property on Markham aud Com­ 
merce streets. Nearly every building 
in that district is unroofed ami many 
are totally wrecked. The large three- 
story building at Market aud Cumber­ 
land, occupied by the B. IL McCarthy 
company is a total wreck, as is also 
the story building on the opposite 
corner, occupied by Max Elkans as a 
saloon. The third story of th** old 
Deming house was blown off and th*1 
several stores nuder It were flooded 
by water and filed with debris. 
The streets are filled with tin roofs, 
electric wires and other wreckage ami 
it will be several days before the ex­ 
tern of the damage can be accurately 
known. The large cotton warehouse, 
situated at Second and Scott, owned 
by J. IL Bantin, was wrecked. It fell 
on the Western Pinon telegraph o4.' **> 
next door and wrecked it, thus cutting 
off ail telegraphic communication with 
outside points. 
The 
penitentiary 
was 
partially 
wrecked ami a number of convicts in­ 
jured. The insane asylum was de­ 
molished and a number of inmates 
killed, but just how many is not yet 
known.

Missouri, a speciel examiner in the 
pension department, the former is a 
ruined man to day, his property gone 
ami his home broken up. Glberg ami 
Russell bear so close a resemblance 
that friends of each have often mis­ 
taken one for the other, in fact, the 
similarity is so striking that Col. Rus­ 
sell is under arrest for having not 
only personated Capt. Glberg, but for 
forgery, fraud aud duplicity in beat­

possessions,

On Friendly Terms. 
Employed in the pension bureau, 
aud occupying a desk near to that of 
Russell. Mrs. John G. Glberg has for 
tile past year or more been on terms of 
tile most devoted friendship with Col. 
Russell. 
It is stated that time and 
again Col. Russell and Mrs. Glberg 
have been seen together at lunch or 
at places of amusement, aud the Col. 
has passed easily enough as the hus­ 
band to the lady. 
Capt. Olberg is 
sometimes sent out by the department 
on business connected with Indian af­ 
fairs in the West, aud was in St. Paul 
about six weeks ago. 
Soon after Ins 
return he was horrified to learn that 
his property, which he had paid for 
and improved, was under 
a heavy 
trust deed, or what should be termed 
in Minnesota a mortgage, in the sum 
of $8,(XM). 
Mr. Glberg could hardly 
believe that he was in his right mind 
when confronted with the conveyance 
purporting to be signed by himself 
aud wife.

It is 
said that Mrs. Olberg lias made a full 
confession to her husband, and that 
he has forgiven lier. 
Russell lias secured eminent counsel, 
and has been released from custody 
on $2,500 bail. 
Olberg’s property has already been 
foreclosed, but the courts will be in­ 
voked to set aside tile sale. He has a 
$2,000 position, a n i Mrs. Olberg draws 
$1,000 a year. Where the money has 
gone that was raised on the property 
is a mystery. 
Russell is a married man, but has 
been separated from his wife for some 
time. He alleges that he is the victim 
of a scheme to ruin him, and declares 
his wife Is at the bottom of IL 
Mrs. 
Olberg is a fair and comely woman, 
rather stout, and has always borne a 
good reputation here. 
The Olbergs 
have three children. Mrs. Olberg has 
mysteriously disappeared, and her 
whereabouts are unknown.

Would be Train Robera are Now 
In Jail. 
St. Joseph, Mo., Get. 4.—Lee Jones 
and “Scar-Faced” Charlie Frizzle were 
arrested here to day, 
charged with 
conspiracy to rob the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific train. The pair have 
been under surveillance some time. 
it lH*ing known that they with others 
were planning a train robbery. 
A 
week ago, it was planned to roll the 
west bound Rock island train, and to 
blow it up if necessary. This was jxtst- 
l>oned. and last night finally aban­ 
doned, the would bo robbers learning 
that the police were after them. Th** 
arrests followed, and others are ex­ 
pected. Since the attempt made about 
a month ago to roil the Deliver ex­ 
press, the officers of til** road have been 
looking for tin* men concerned in the 
enterprise. 
Suspicion pointed to a 
“long-haired crook from tin* Indian 
territory" as tin* prime mover. Chief 
Special Agent Martin II. Flinn. of the 
Rock Island, went to St. Joseph and 
was not long in identifying the "long­ 
haired crook” with Jones, who had vt* 
cently arrived from the Indian ter­ 
ritory, and carried his character on 
his face. He was a blustering bully, 
w itll no visible means ofO support, and 
with a habit of frequently disreputable 
saloons and associating with desper- 
ate characters. Among his associates 
was la*** Frezell, and a man named 
Callaghan, who a few days after th** 
arrival of the railroad officer was ar­ 
rested by the local officials on a charge 
of burglary, and was lodged in jail. 
It was learned that the trio had in­ 
stigated the former attempt aud that 
Jones and Frozen had not abandoned 
hope of ultimately gaining possession 
of the treasure in the e x p re sse d mail 
cars. Special Agent Flynn returned to 
Chicago, and Sept. 9, a meeting was 
held in the otiice of General Manager 
W. I. Allen, at which were present 
Gen. Supt. Dunlap, General Manager 
Allen, Special Agt nit I’linn and Detec­ 
tive C. C. Barchan!. As a result of tie* 
meeting. Barchard the following day 
took a train for St. Joseph, and in tile 
guise of a Chicago crook, went to tin* 
Buffi-lo Head saloon, a resort mu* Ii 
frequented by Jones. Frozen and sim­ 
ilar characters. It was fair week, and 
the town was well patronized by gam­ 
blers and other adventurers from tin* 
larger cities. Burchard found lf an 
easy matter to gain access to the so­ 
ciety circle in which Jones was a shin­ 
ing light, and when on Sept. 17, Flinn. 
in the guise of a Chicago gambler out 
of luck, arrived at tile Buffalo Head, 
Burchard was in a position to introduce 
him. The robbery was thou planned 
and the arrests resulted. 


The Track la Torn Up, T kroning a 
I’aw rngrr Train Into tho D itch - 
One Man K illed, Another Fatally 
Injured and Three Sl!*htljr Hart. 


Toledo, Ohio, Oct 2.—Train No. 12, 
on the Wabash road, was wrecked 
this morning at Maumee, a small town 
twelve miles south of hero. The acci­ 
dent happened shortly before 7 o'clock 
and was the result of a well laid plan 
to ditch tile entire train. 
Happily, 
Albert, the 
heavy Pullman 
sleeper, 
kept on the track, and the mail and 
baggage cars, although badly wrecked 
did not contain any victims. 
The killer are F. N. Smith, engineer 
Toledo. 
Fatally injured—A. H. Day, fireman, 
Toledo. 
Slightly injured—Charles 
Holland, 
mail clerk, Toledo; scalp wound. 
F. 
J. ITovst, mail clerk, Toledo; slightly 
cut and bruised. J. W. Kreamer, mail 
clerk, Disko. Iud.; badly scratched on 
legs and body. 
The wreck was planned, by whoever 
conceived the plot, to occur at the west 
end of a long siding Just west of 
Maumee. Tile rot *1 at the lower part 
of the switch target had been removed 
and the switch was partly thrown. 
The target indicated a clear track. As 
soon as tile engine struck the switch 
it leaped iuto the air, fell toward the 
ditch and turned completely over. The 
trucks of the mail car followed the 
engine but the cars themselves went 
in an opposite direction. Under them 
were found the dead body of Engineer 
Smith and Fireman Day, the latter 
suffering from a fracture of the skull 
which may prove fatal. At the time of 
the accident the train was running af 
tin* regular speed, and it is considered 
a miracle that more lives were not 
lost. The postal cars were torn away 
from the trucks ami were lying side 
by side. 
Besides the slightly injured 
there were in the cars 8. J. McCorkle, 
Kokomo, Iud.; E. S. Coffin and J. S. 
Dalton, both of this city. The express 
and baggage cars were literally re­ 
duced to splinters, yet the occupants 
escaped unhurt. 
There were several 
passeugers in the combination smoker 
which was wrecked beyond repair, yet 
not a scratch could be shown by any 
of them. The passeugers In the Pull­ 
mans were only made aware of tho 
accident by the severe Jolting which 
they experienced.

A dairyman contributes the following 
to Hoard’s Dairyman on the profits of 
careful dairying with good cows: 
The ten acres, if converted into pas­ 
ture, will keep four good cow’s. The 
yield 
of milk, 
per cow 
per annum 
should be 795 gallons, or 6,758 pounds. 
Counting 'our pounds of butter to a 
hundred pounds of milk, we have 270 
pounds of butter for the cow, or 10,800 
pounds from four cows in ten years. 
This, valued tit 25 cents 
per 
pound 
gives us $2,700. 
But butter is not the only m arketa­ 
ble* product in tile milk, for out of 
every 
twenty-five 
pounds 
of whole 
sweet milk, from which we obtain one 
pound of butter, there remains twenty- 
one pounds of sweet skim milk, w*hen 
the centrifugal cream separator is used 
to extract the ert*am from the milk, the 
separation tieing best made while the 
milk is warm with animal heat. Only 
one-half of the 113,540 pounds of skim 
milk which would have accumulated In 
ten years can go to the manufacture of 
cheese. 
From the remaining half of the skim 
milk can be obtained equally as good 
results, as 
experiments have 
shown 
that sweet skim milk, converted Into 
pork is rem unerative as when made 
into cheese. Therefore let us assume 
the* results obtained by converting the 
other half of the skim milk into pork 
just eepial in value as that converted 
into cheese. We* then have twice tile 
amount of tile receipts for the cheese, 
or $908.82, as total receipts for skim 
milk during the decade. 
From tint cream which produced the 
lO.NOo pounds of butter we obtained 
3.900 gallons of buift*rmilk. which, val­ 
ued at only two cents per gallon as hog 
fee*d, at feast five* cents being oht:iine*d 
when put on the market, we have $78 
as procee*ds from buttermilk iii ten 
years. From tile 
four cows 
in ten 
years 
may 
be raised 
thirty calves, 
which, sold to the butcher when 6 
weeks old, will have a value of at 
least $2.50 each, given for the entire 
lot a value of $75. From this $75 w*e 
must deduct the price of milk used in 
rearing the calves.

hours, aud five bushels of dry corn. 
The gain was 170 pounds which at 
$5.25 per cwt., makes $8.92, or 40 1-2 
cents per bushel for the twenty-two 
bushels of grain used. 
$15.00 plus $8.92 equals $23.92 for .*18 
bushels grain at 62 ccuts per bushel. 
300 lbs plus 170 lbs., ce pm Is 470 lbs., 
gain from 38 bushels of grain equals 
12 7-19 lbs. 
per 
bushel. Corn and 
wheat are each w*orth about 50 cents 
per bushel here; that is, w*e like to sell 
corn for that and do not want to sell 
wheat for less. The hogs are now be­ 
ing fed the old-fashioned ration of dry 
ear corn for ten days. 


Total .........................................$3,710 92 
This gives us tho gross receipts for 
the four cows on ten acres for te*n 
years $3,710.92, which is $1,683.92 great 
or than the gross receipts for wheat, 
aud $1,590.92 greater than the gross re­ 
ceipts for corn for the same time. 


H o i g h tiK P f o r D a i r y C ow *. 
W hat is the best roughage for daily 
cows is a question of interest to those 
who have no 
silo. There are those 
who have tried roughage of various 
kinds and noted re*sults. One such is 
Jno. W. Delk, and lie* gives his experi­ 
ence in Epitomist. H e says: 
We have been testing for some time 
the different kinds of roughage com­ 
monly 
raised on the farm, and find 
that common fodder corn is one of the 
best for cows giving milk. Our cows 
do better, give more milk, and produce 
more butter w’heu fe»el on it duriug win­ 
ter than any other kind we have tried, 
and we get such a huge yield from the 
ground, as compared with other kinds 
of roughage*, making 
from se*ven to 
eight tons of tile very choicest per acre 
whan it 
is cured and 
housed as ii 
should he. When it is cut at the right 
stage, and properly cured, our cows 
even eat the* stalks, so there is but 
very little waste. 
Sorghum is our next preference; it 
makes an excellent fee*d for cows in 
milk, and is one of the best for young 
cattle*. Our cattle will all stay fat ane! 
sleek on it. but the ones in milk, when 
changed from 
sorghum 
roughage to 
that of fodder corn, show a slight in- 
c tea se, felt Ii in milk and butter*. Hence 
we recommend fodder corn in prefer­ 
ence* to otlie*r hay or roughage, for it 
has been proven to be a fact, Imre in 
the* South, that sorghum hay could not 
be excelled by many others for dairy 
cattle*, and some even went so far as to 
say that it was the best—none except­ 
ed. Let that be as it may, our experl- 
ence* has proven to us that the fodder 
corn produced the greater amount of 
milk and butter, aud that is what we 
feed and attend to our cows for. 
It not only proves to be good in win­ 
ter. but in dry, hot weather of late 
summer. When our pastures are fail­ 
ing we find that ti bundle of fodder 
corn not only increases the amount of 
butter but is eaten with a relish by the

Im proving Swamp*. 
The dry fall months is the time to go 
into the swamps and prepare them for 
Improvement. It may be in accordance* 
with the adage that what Is most val­ 
uable is most hardly earned, and costs 
the* most, hut that Is Iii no way to be 
taken as au objection to the rechvna- 
tion of every swuinp in the laud. Those 
invaluable deposits of fertilizing ma­ 
terial for the uplands may be improved 
and reclaimed, and made 
the richest 
portion of the farm at really no cost, 
for it has been proved over and over 
again that the mate*rial for composts, 
and for litter in tile stables and pens 
during the 
winter taken 
out of the 
ditches that will drain the swamp, is 
far more valuable than the* expense of 
getting it out in the dry fall mouths. 
Thus the land, so useful for a mead­ 
ow or a pasture, or for the culture of 
celery or onions or potatoes, for all of 
which the black organic m atter Is the 
best of all soils, may be brought under 
culture at no cost at all. Many swamps 
when drained, make the best grass 
laud imaginable, that yields heavily In 
drouthy seasons, which are so num­ 
erous. 


Stock Note*. 
Nothing Is truer than that hogs like 
"roots.” 
Commercial prosperity has much to 
do with the horse market. 
The sow should be left quite a day 
or two after she bas been served. 
A very large litter of pigs is general­ 
ly to their detrim ent in quality and 
size. 
E xtra fat sows will not breed so 
surely as when their systems are in a 
less feverish condition. 
It Is 
not well to 
raise 
colts and 
mules together, because the mules lord 
it over the former. 
Exercise will do the very extra little 
pigs good; give them range as soon as 
they are able to toddle. 
As long as she will prove serviceable 
keep the sow which has proved herself 
to bo a good mother. 
If hogs or any other stock get so 
hungry that they eat too fast, indiges­ 
tion is likely to follow. 
Care, handling, exercise, kind treat­ 
ment, constant, attention, have much 
to do with the anim al’s welfare.

"There Is where you are wrong,” 
responded the dealer! 
“Why, there la 
not a piano made that hoicks Its tone 
for longer than six months, if It has 
been used to any extent. 
Of course 
you, having heard this Instrument ev­ 
ery day, cannot detect any difference 
In its tone. 
As it has gradually de­ 
teriorated in quality, your ear has grad­ 
ually deteriorated with it. All musi­ 
cians know that the car can be edu­ 
cated down as well as up. 
Au artist, 
or a competent piano salesman, for that 
m atter, could tell immediately 
that 
your piano was the worse for wear— 
a trifle wcrn.” 
"But I have a w ritten guarantee 
that this instrument would Inst for five 
years, and do you mean to tell me 
that it Is worn out already?” 
"To all intents and purposes It is as 
good na new*, and will probably remain 
so as I mg as your guarantee holds good 
and longer. But it has lost its original 
tone*, nevertheless, although the change 
would be perceptible only to an educat­ 
ed ear. 
llanos an; said to last a life­ 
time, and for ordinary uses good ones 
do, but for artistic purpose they last 
hut five or six months, us I have said. 
No first-class pianist would give a pub­ 
lic recital on an old instalm ent, nor 
w*'l an artist use* an «rid piano even 
for practice. 
When Paderewski was 
in this country lie* used up a new piano 
In practice every month. 
He realized 
than even an ear as educated as his 
would lose its fine perception of tone 
if he accustomed it to tho gradual 
changes that time anil usage effect in 
a plan >. 
"The e*nr for tone is such a very deli­ 
cate sense* that it can he deteriorated 
w ithout the knowledge of Its j ad sessor. 
Custom exerts a powerful Influence in 
the matter. 
To employ a familiar Il­ 
lustration: 
You have observed that 
those in daily Intercourse with the sick 
fail to mark any material change for 
weeks at a time. But the changes have 
taken place, ne vertheless, aud are plain­ 
ly noticeable to outsiders. 
"It is exactly so with pianos. Those 
who play upon them every day fail 
to mark the gradual falling off of their 
tone that time effects. 
The deteriora­ 
tion has taken place In such Impercep­ 
tible degrees that the ear lins failed to 
dist’aguish It. 
Hence a piano five or 
six years old is as satisfactory to the 
ordinary player as it was when he 
first bought it, and It was new, 
"Pianos are at hest, but Imperfect 
instruments," 
continued 
me deafer. 
“The chamois skin caps that cover tho 
hammers in Hie middle octave's are 
worn down sooner than those* in the 
upper and lower, because they are 
brought into play of tenor, and an un­ 
evenness of tone in the instrum ent re­ 
sults. 
Even the sounding board wears 
out in time. The constant vibrations of 
scum! to which it Is subjected cause a 
disintegration of particles in the* wood 
of which It Is made and It I ecome;s 
porous, losing its resonant equality. 
So 
you see wlrnn I offer you $150 for your 
instrume nt I nm making you a fair bid, 
esp ixia I ly win n you take into consider­ 
ation the* fact that I shall have to sell 
It for $200 or more to recompense mo 
for my pains."

any shelter above ground being prefer 
able. By this plan decayed or paclly

Carrots and turnips will pay as well as

It is not often that you can feed timo­ 
thy economically, if you are near a 
good market. There is more profit In 
selling that. and using corn-fodder, si­ 
lage and other cheaper foods at home. 
But when you sell the products of the 
meadow away from the farm, you 
must take extra care to keep up the 
fertility of the land by applying man­ 
ures. 
By reducing the soil to a fine tilth be­ 
fore planting, we gain an assurance of 
good crops that is greater than we 
eau acquire by any subsequent labor. 
Do not plant among clods, and think 
that the active use of the cultivator af­ 
terward will make it all right.

Gov. Knu te Nelson opened the 
campaign in this city on Wednesday 
evening by an address at the open* 
hou se. Althou gh the night was disa- 
greable and heavy rain was falling a 
large au dience tu rned ou t to hear the 
able gentleman and the seating ca­ 
pacity was entirely taken. Gov. Nel­ 
son spoke in a clear voice and held 
the au dience for two hou rs by his 
logical statements regarding the state 
and nation affairs. 
The address was 
well received and has been favorably 
commented on by men from all polit- 
cal parties, and u ndou btedly^he good 
accomplished will be discernable on 
Nov. 6th when the resu lt of the vote is 
cou nted. 


The Gu ll Lake Dam. 
The Minneaapolis Jou rnal in speak­ 
ing of the government dam which is 
to be pu t in at Gu ll Lake says that it 
is now generally conceded by men 
conversant with the tacts that the 
goverment storage reservoir system 
at the headwaters of the Mississippi 
river is one of the best things for the 
bu siness interest of the u pper Mis­ 
sissippi which has ever been obtained 
for the same money. 
At the last ses­ 
sion of congress an appropriation was 
secu red for a su rvey of the Gu ll Lake 
region, with a view to bu ilding an­ 
other dam. 
Progress has been made 
so far on this su rvey that it is now 
q u ite well assu red that the new pros­ 
pect will be mu ch more su ccessfu l 
than at first su pposed, and that it will 
be possible to creat a larger reservoir 
than any of those now in existence. 
This will be throu gh diversion of the 
flood waters of the river to the new 
reservoir. 
As many people are aware, the res­ 
ervoir system consists of five artificial 
basins, formed by the damming of the 
Mississippi and its tribu taries. 
At 
Pokegama falls, ju st above Grand 
liapids, is the first dam in the river 
itself. 
Abou t 100 miles above, at the 
ou tlet of Lake Winnobegoshish is an­ 
other dam, which floods the large lake, 
15 miles long, and the adjacent low­ 
lands, creating a water su rface of 
161.26 sq u are miles and having a ca­ 
pacity of 45,8 13,8 41,344 cu bic feet of 
water. This is the largest artificial 
reservoir in the world. 
The other 
dams are at the ou tlet of Leech river, 
at Sandy Lake and at Pine river. 
The two latter are mu ch smaller than 
the Winnebegoshish au d Leech lake 
reservoios, 
The Gu ll river project wou ld have 
been pu t throu gh mu ch earlier had it 
not been for the pine lau d interests, 
which wou ld have been inju red. The 
pine is now mostly cu t iu that part of 
the state, and no one will be incon­ 
venienced by the constru ction of the 
dam and reservoir. 
The Crow Wing river enters the 
Mississippi ju st below Brainerd and 
the Gu ll river, the ou tlet of Gu ll lake 
joins the Crow Wing a short distance 
above its mou th. The Crow Wing is 
almost as largo as trie Mississippi 
where they join and has a watershed 
larger than that su pplying any of the 
other reservoirs. 
The su rveying party u nder Assist­ 
ant Engineer Powoell. of the engi­ 
neering department, which ia now in 
the field,will have some definite report 
on these plans in a short time. Maj. 
W. A. Jones, the engineer in charge 
of the whole system, says that the in­ 
dications are now that the plan will 
be a complete su ccess. 
Du ring the past su mmer and so far 
this su mmer the reservoir system has 
proved its efficiency beyond all possi­ 
ble dou bt. It has been the dryest 
season since the dams were bu ilt, and 
one of the dryest on record, bu t the 
stage of water in the river as far down 
as Lake Pepin has been kept u p so 
that navigation has been possible at 
all times and if the improvements on 
the lower rivor had progressed as rap­ 
idly as their promoters had hoped, 
there wou ld fie no interru ption of 
traffic. 
The entire system thu s far 
has cost bu t abou t f 750,000. The res­ 
ervoirs in u se have a total capacity of 
abou t 9 0,000,000,000 cu bic feet of 
water. If the new Gu ll lake project 
is carried ou t, the capacity will be in­ 
creased one-half, as the new reseivoir 
will have a larger capacity than 
Winnebegogoshish, which, as has al­ 
ready been stated, holds abou t 45,000,- 
000,000 cu bic feet or abou t one-half 
of the present capacity. 
The other work u nder M aj. Jones’ 
charge this fall is going on satisfact­ 
orily. Abou t 25 men are at work at 
the Sandy lake dam and it will be 
completed du ring the winter and will 
be ready for operation in the spring.

The Gall Lake Dam. 
The Minneaapolis Journal in speak­ 
ing of the government dam which is 
to be pnt in at Gall Lake says that it 
is now generally conceded by men 
conversant with the tacts that the 
goverment storage reservoir system 
at the headwaters of the Mississippi 
river is one of the best things for the 
business interest of the upper Mis­ 
sissippi which has ever been obtained 
for the same money. At the last ses­ 
sion of congress an appropriation was 
secured for a survey of the Gull Lake 
region, with a view to building an­ 
other dam. Progress has been made 
so far on this survey that it is now 
quite well assured that the new pros­ 
pect will be mach more successful 
than at first supposed, and that it will 
be possible to creat a larger reservoir 
thao any of those now in existence. 
This will be through diversion of the 
flood waters of the river to the new 
reservoir. 
As many people are aware, the res­ 
ervoir system consists of five artificial 
basins, formed by the dammingof the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. 
At 
Pokegama falls, just above Grand 
Rapids, is the first dam in the river 
itself. About IOO miles above, at the 
outlet of Lake Winnebegoshish is an­ 
other dam, which floods the large lake, 
15 miles long, and the adjacent low­ 
lands, creating a water surface of 
161.26 square miles and having a ca­ 
pacity of 45,813,841,344 cubic feet of 
water. This is the largest artificial 
reservoir rn the world. The other 
dams are at the outlet of Leech river, 
at Sandy Lake and at Pine river. 
The two latter are much smaller thau 
the Wiunebegoshish aud Leech lake 
reservoios. 
The Gull river project would have 
been put through much earlier had it 
not been for the pine land interests, 
which would have been injured. The 
pipe is now mostly cut iu that part of 
the state, and no one will be incon­ 
venienced by the construction of the 
dam and reservoir. 
The Crow Wing river enters the 
Mississippi just below Brainerd aud 
the Gull river, the outlet of Gull lake 
joins the Crow Wing a short distance 
above its month. The Crow Wing is 
almost as large as the Mississippi 
where they join and has' a watershed 
larger than that supplying any of the 
other reservoirs. 
The surveying party nuder Assist­ 
ant Engineer Poweell, of the engi­ 
neering department, which is now in 
the field, will have some definite report 
on these plans in a short time. Maj. 
W. A. Jones, the engineer in charge 
of the whole system, says that the in­ 
dications are now that the plan will 
be a complete success. 
During the past summer and so far 
this summer the reservoir system has 
proved its efficiency beyond all possi­ 
ble doubt. It has been the dryest 
season since the dams were built, and 
one of the dryest on record, but the 
stage of water in the river as far down 
as Lake Pepin has been kept up so 
that navigation has been possible at 
all times and if the improvements on 
the lower river had progressed as rap­ 
idly as their promoters had hoped, 
there would be no interruption of 
traffic. 
The entire system thus far 
has cost but about $750,000. The res­ 
ervoirs in ase have a total capacity of 
about 90,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
water. If the new Gull lake project 
is carried out, tho capacity will be in­ 
creased one-half, as the new reservoir 
will have a larger capacity than 
Winnebegogoshisb, which, as has al­ 
ready been stated, holds about 45,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet or about one-half 
of the present capacity. 
The other work under Maj. Jones’ 
charge this fall is going on satisfact­ 
orily. About 25 men are at work at 
the Sandy lake dam and it will be 
completed during the winter and will 
be ready for operation in the spring.

L ittle Book, Ark., Oct. 4.—A terrible 
cyclone struck this city at 7:30 o’clock 
last evening and alm ost devastated tin* 
business portion of the city. Several 
people are known to have been killed 
iml Injured while it is feared scores 
of others have met the sam e horrible 
fate. The main portion of the business 
center, bounded on the south by Third 
street, on the north by IUver Front, 
on the \v«*st by (’enter street ami on the 
east bj Commerce street, Is practically 
in ruins and tin* am ount of dam age b 
incalculable.' The total property loss 
will probably approxim ate 
The cyclone was accompanied by a 
terrible storm and tin* stocks of goods 
in those business houses which were 
unroofed,though not otherw ise wrecked 
were destroyed by water. The storm 
struck the state penitentiary which 
stands on a hill in tin* w estern part 
of the city with fearful force, destroy­ 
ing the dining room, tearing down the 
stable and shops, unroofing tin* main 
o**ll 
building 
and 
demolishing 
the 
w arden's office. Several convicts were 
seriously injured, one of whom died an 
hour afterw ards. 
Down town 111** 
lightning struck 
tin* 
M artin block, 
corner of Spring and Second streets, 
totally wrecking tin* third floor. A 
man by tlie name of Eaton w as fatally 
Injured there. 
The Tilles building, 
corner Center and M arkham streets 
was unroofed and a part of tin* fourth 
floor of Gleason's hotel was blown 
away. At Main and Second streets, 
the tops of several adjacent buildings 
lie piled up in an indescribable heap. 
The worst damage, however, was done 
to property on M arkham and Corn- 
mere** streets. Nearly every building 
in that district is unroofed and many 
are totally wrecked. The large three- 
story building at M arket and Cum ber­ 
land, occupied by the B. H. McCarthy 
company is a total wreck, as is also 
the story building on the opposite 
corner, occupied by Max Elkans as a 
saloon. 'I’ll** third story of the old 
Doming house was blown off and tin- 
several stores under it were flooded 
by w ater and li 1***1 with debris. 
The streets are filled with tin roofs, 
electric wires and other wreckage and 
it will be several days before the ox 
tent of the dam age can be accurately 
know'll. The large cotton warehouse, 
situated a t Second and Seott, owned 
by J. 11. Baoum. was wrecked. It fell 
on tin* W estern Union telegraph o' 
e 
next door and wrecked it, thus cutting 
off all telegraphic communication with 
outside points.

the centrifugal cream separator is used 
to extract the cream from the milk, the 
separation living best made while the 
milk is warm with animal heat. Only 
one half of the 115,540 pounds of skim 
milk which would have accumulated in 
ten years can go to the m anufacture of 
cheese. 
From the remaining half of the skim 
milk can be obtained equally as good 
results, as 
experiments have 
shown 
that sweet skim milk, converted Into 
pork is rem unerative as when made 
into choose. Therefore let us assume 
the results obtained by converting the 
other half of the skim milk into pork 
just equal iu value as that converted 
into cheese. We then have twice the 
amount of the receipts for the cheese, 
or $9082-12. as total receipts for skim 
milk during the decade. 
From the cream which produced the 
lO.soo pounds of butter we obtained 
3.900 gallons of butfi*rmilk, which, val­ 
ued at only two cents per gallon as hog 
feed, at least five cents being obtained 
when put ou tin* market, we have $78 
as proceeds from butterm ilk in ten 
years. From the

which, sold tii the butcher when o 
weeks old, will have a value of at 
least $2.50 each, given for the entire 
lot a value of $75.

Our cows 
do better, give more milk, and produce 
more butter when fed 011 it during win­ 
ter than any other kind we have tried, 
aud we get such a large yield from the 
ground, as compared with other kinds 
of roughage, making 
from seven to 
eiijht tons of the very choicest per acre 
wben it 
is cured and 
housed as it 
should be. When it is cut at the right 
stage, and properly cured, our cows 
even eat tin* stalks, so there is but 
very litilc waste.

and for litter in the stables and pens

winter taken 
out of the

As it has gradually de­ 
teriorated In quality, your ear has grad­ 
ually deteriorated with it. All musi­ 
cians know that the ear can be edu­ 
cated down as well as up. 
An artist, 
or a competent piano salesman, for that 
matter, could tell immediately 
th at 
your piano was the worse for wear— 
a trifle wt rn.” 
"B ut I have a w ritten guarantee 
that this instrum ent would last for five 
years, and do you mean to tell me 
th at it Is worn out already?” 
"To all Intents and purposes It ls ns 
good as new. and will probably remain 
so as 1 »ng as your guarantee holds good 
and lin ger. 
But it has lost Its original 
tone, nevertheless, although the change 
would be perceptible only to an educat­ 
ed ear. 
1 Man os an* said to last a life­ 
time, and for ordinary inn's good ones 
do, tmt for artistic p urpose they last 
but five or six months, as i have said. 
No first-class pianist would give a pub­ 
lic recital on an old Instalm ent, nor 
w*H nil artist u mi * an <*ld piano even 
for practice. 
When Paderewski was 
ii» this country he used up a new piano 
in practice every month. 
He realized 
than even an ear ns educated os his 
would lose its fine perception of tone 
if he accustomed it to the gradual 
changes that time anti usage effect in 
a plan *. 
"'riie ear for tone is such a very deli­ 
cate sense that it can be deteriorated 
without tlu* knowledge of Its j • ssessor. 
Custom exerts a powerful influence in 
tin* matter. 
To employ a familiar il­ 
lustration: 
You have observed that 
those iu daily intercourse with the sick 
lull to ti ark any m aterial change for 
weeks at a time. But the changes lmve 
taken place, nevertheless, and are plain­ 
ly noticeable to outsiders. 
"It is exactly so with pianos. Those 
who play upon them every day fail 
to mark the gradual falling off of their 
tone that time i ffects. 
The deteriora­ 
tion has taken place In such impercep­ 
tible degrees that the ear has fulled to 
(list nguish it. 
Hence a piano five or 
six years old is as satisfactory to the 
ordinary player as it was when he 
first bought it, and It was new. 
"Pianos are at best, but imperfect 
instrum ents,” 
continued 
me 
dealer. 
“The chamois skin cans that cover the 
ham m ers in ilio middle octaves are 
worn down sooner than those in the 
upper and lower, been use they are 
brought into play of tenor, and an un­ 
evenness of tone In the Instrum ent re­ 
sults. 
Even tin* sounding board wears 
out lti time. The constant vibrations of 
s< uud to which it is subjected cause a 
disintegration of particles in the wood 
of which It Is made and it I ecoiues 
porous, losing its resonant quality. 
So 
you see when I offer you $150 for your 
instrum ent 1 am making you a fair bid, 
especially when you take into consider­ 
ation the fact that I shall have to sell 
It for $200 or more to recompense m# 
for my pains."

1 
went for 480 guineas, and a pair of

inches high fetched 210 guineas. 
Among the Cassiobury Park treas­ 
ures. collected lu France soon after tiie 
great French revolution by Hi** fifth 
Earl of Essex and sold last year, an 
oviform vase and cover on gros bleu 
ground, and painted with a seaport 
and murine tropy in colors In medal­ 
lions by Morin, 15 Inches high, realized 
tin* extraordinary sum of 1900 guineas, 
or close to £2,000; a garniture of sea- I 
green vases, with birds and plants In 
dark blue and colors, each about 14 1 2 
inches high, realized 1 too guineas, and 
many other Items sold for equally ex 
travagant amounts. At tin* Hodgson 
sale at Christie's last year, among tlu* 
old Sevros porcelain were seventy si\ 
white plates with blue lines and gilt 
edges. Tlmsc plates realized over 3 
guineas a piece, but much more artistic 
articles may be had from any dealer 
iu modern china at less than as many 
shillings each. 
Even as far back as

The Gull Lake Dam. 
The Minneaapolis Journal in speak­ 
ing of the government dam which is 
to bo put in at Gull Lake says that it 
is now generally conceded by men 
conversant with the facts that the 
goverment storage reservoir system 
at the headwaters of the Mississippi 
river is one of the best things for the 
business interest of the upper Mis­ 
sissippi which has ever been obtained 
for the same money. 
At the last ses­ 
sion of congress an appropriation was 
secured for a survey of the Gull Lake 
region, with a view to building an­ 
other dam. 
Progress has been made 
so far on this survey that it is now 
quite well assured that the new pros­ 
pect will be much more successful 
thau at first supposed, and that it will 
be possible to creat a larger reservoir 
than any of those now in existence. 
This will be through diversion of the 
flood waters of the river to the new 
reservoir. 
As many people are aware, the res­ 
ervoir system consists of five artificial 
basins, formed by the damming of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. 
At 
Pokegama falls, just above Grand 
iapids, is the first dam in the river 
itself. 
About 100 miles above, at tho 
outlet of Lake Winnebegoshish is an­ 
other dam, which floods the large lake, 
15 miles long, and the adjacent low- 
ands, creating a water surface of 
161.26 square miles and having a ca­ 
pacity of 45,813.841,344 cubic feet of 
water. 
This is the largest artificial 
reservoir in the world. 
The other 
dams are at the outlet of Leech river, 
at Sandy Lako and at Pine river. 
The two latter are much smaller than 
the Winnebegoshish and Leech lako 
reservoios, 
The Gull river project would have 
been put through much earlier hud it 
uot been for the pine land interests, 
which would have been injured. The 
pine is now mostly cut iu that part of 
the state, and no one will be incon­ 
venienced by tho construction of the 
dam and reservoir. 
The Crow Wing river enters the 
Mississippi just below Brainerd and 
the Gull river, the outlet of Gull lake 
joins tho Crow Wing a short distance 
above its mouth. 
The Crow Wing is 
almost as largo as trie Mississippi 
where they join and has' a watershed 
larger than that supplying any of the 
other reservoirs. 
The surveying party under Assist­ 
ant Engineer Powoell, of the engi­ 
neering department, which is now in 
the field,will have some definite report 
on these plans in a short time. 
Maj. 
W. A. Jones, the engineer in charge 
of the whole system, says that the in­ 
dications are now that the plan will 
he a complete success. 
During the past summer and so far 
this summer the reservoir system has 
proved its efficiency beyond all possi­ 
ble doubt. 
It has been the dryest 
season since the dams were built, and 
one of the dryest on record, but the 
stage of water in the river as far down 
as Lake Pepin has been kept up so 
that navigation has been possible at 
all times and if the improvements on 
the lower rivor had progressed as rap­ 
idly as their promoters had hoped, 
there would fie no interruption of 
traffic. 
The entire system thus far 
has cost but about $750,000. The res­ 
ervoirs in use have a total capacity of 
about 90,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
water. 
If the new Gull lake project 
is carried out, tfie capacity will be in­ 
creased one-half, as the new reservoir 
will have a larger 
capacity than 
Winnebegogoshish, which, as has al­ 
ready been stated, holds about 45,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet or about one-half 
of the present capacity. 
The other work under Maj. Jones’ 
charge this fall is going on satisfact­ 
orily. About 25 men are at work at 
the Sandy lake dam and it will be 
completed during the winter and will 
be ready for operation in the spring.
